KRAHENBUHL v. WISCONSIN DENTISTRY BOARD 
 
Mr. Schuh reported on Krahenbuhl v. Wisconsin Dentistry Board.  He stated that the 
circuit court judge upheld the Board’s order.  The circuit court has stayed the order 
pending appeal.  The Board inquired as to whether they could challenge the stay.

sends a letter to AAG Robert Hunter asking him to petition the 
appropriate court for relief from the Stay of Discipline in the 
matter of Krahenbuhl v. Wisconsin Dentistry Examining Board.

CR 04-095 WIS. ADMIN. CODE  
DEN 11 ANESTHESIA/CONSCIOUS SEDATION RULE 

 
Jacquelynn Rothstein addressed the Board to review and discuss additional changes to 
rule draft CR 04-095, Administrative Code DEN 11.  Ms. Rothstein will make the 
Board’s recommended changes and distribute to the Board members. 
 

WISCONSIN REGULATORY DIGEST DISCUSSION 
 
The Board reviewed draft articles for the Wisconsin Regulatory Digest.  
 
Dr. Barrette discussed the importance of discipline and licensee information being 
available and mailed in written form rather than posting the information on the 
Department’s website.  The Board noted that posting discipline actions in the newsletter 
has a positive impact on deterring other licensees from unprofessional conduct. 
 
Ms. Taylor stated that licensees should become accustomed to using the website.

The Board is concerned about continuity and consistency of the attorneys and their 
availability when needed.

The Credentialing Committee approved 2 faculty dental licenses and 12 dental  
applications for licensure today.  A total of 37 dentists and 20 dental hygienists have been 
credentialed to date.

Dr, Strand reported that the CRDTS amended and restated bylaws were adopted by 
CRDTS on March 5, 2005 and were included in the agenda packet for the Board’s 
review.  Dr. Barrette will be a representative at the SRTA exam in South Carolina, and 
Dr. Strand was a representative at the SRTA exam in Virginia. 
 
Ms. Kosydar Dreves, Dr. Barrette and Dr. Strand attended the NERB Annual meeting in 
Washington DC and will continue reviewing the NERB examination process.   
The progress towards a national uniform exam continues.   
 
Dr. Barrette has been appointed to the ADA Commission on Dental Accreditation and to 
the ADEX Board for the National Uniform Exam.   
 
Texas is interested in becoming a member of CRDTS.  Other states also have expressed 
an interest becoming part of CRDTS.

Dr. Barrette reported that the national uniform exam content, criteria, scoring, and format 
are complete and that the exam is projected to be available for use in the fall of 2005.
